There hat- been more published 
about it thuii ia interesting or 
entertaining to our general 
reader; an. I what we have done 
to encourage this work Inn very 
materially interfered with the 
financial prosperity of the paper, 
and haa r>Mitk>t-i-tl it less attractive 
to ourselves and to many of our 

patl'ODn. 

As an individual, we have never 
bad any ooiuio.'li -ti with Ashland 
College other than a well-iviah- 
er. We expressed no voice in 
espoiHing it ua the school of the 
brethren Chuich ; and are in no 
way under fin metal obligations, 
or even moral o 1 igatinna further 
than we chnotu to be, to stand 
by the institution, more than ia 
the new convert to our faith. 

Therefore we are tree, and cau 
write about this Bubjoet Iroiu the 
st a ml point of an innocent ob- 
server Mill a tree luuu ; and with 
the possibility before us of con- 
senting to uHFinue a more inti- 
mate relation, we beg tbe in- 
dulgence ot cur dear brethren 
and sympathizers, to say a few 
familiar words while we remain 
upon this premise ot perfect 
freedom iu our relation to the 
College, 

.Don't forget now, that this ia a 
friendly, confidential talk to you, 
whether the brethren who are 
under responsibilities like it or 
not, and you will please pardon 
egotism. 

We wet. I iuto this work here 
wii.ii what we believe was a 
correct estimation of what it 
was, and to do what we could for 
the interests o: the cause ; and 
this is whut we are trying to do 
now. We were conscious of the 
tact that an immense amount ot 
hard work would be necessary 
aud a great deal of sacrifice 
would be required before we 
could reach smooth sailing. 
Ashland College has been accept- 
ed by the Brethren Church, by 
its general conferences, ana as a 
church we are under obligation 
to support it, because, through 
the assurances ot those confer- 
ences, brethren have placed 
themselves under heavy obliga- 
tiuus, and it they are abandoned 
in tbia situation, it would be 
■ wrong of tbe most unchristian 
kind. This makes it our doty to 
do what we can to relieve them 
of a burden that they aaaumed 


under promises from the church. 
These general conferences de 
elded to support Ashland Col- 
lege, because tbe cburcb needs a 
College. It was premature, we 
admit, to venture out in so vast 
an undertaking so early in our 
history ; bu* there were the 
buildings, many ot our members 
were financially concerned about 
it, and pride for the integrity of 
tbe name of the Dunkard church, 
prompted all who were enthusi- 
astic in the movement not to 
abandon the institution. 

We have no apology to make 
.or the management ot the Col- 
luge before it came into the 
hands of the Brethren Church, 
and we have no words of justifi- 
cation to write over its former 
management. It was something 
our ch urch had nothing to do with , 
and we cau not be held respou 
Bible. Uur conventional bodies 
took it as they louud it, and we 
havoit still. It seemed as though 
the first advisers rose to no high- 
er aim than to seek the "blood" 
that might be in it and glorify 
their own names, while the breth- 
ren who luruished the money to 
suataiu it and trusted to their 
knowledge aud experience as 
their superiors iu conducting the 
work, were obliged to carry the 
censure too. 

But this ia a thing of the past, 
Tbe Institution is worthy of the 
patronage of the brethren and 
nil others who want to attend a 
gaod ach<K)l tor a good purpose. 
We cau pray for the success of 
the College with the best grace, 
aud what we are willing to pray 
tor, we invite every other 
brother to work aud pray for, 
Tbe College is iiiditipeiiBible to 
to the boBt advancement ot our 
cause. It is not able now to 
soar away into the fanciful and 
vain iu educati in ; and we hope 
it utver shaH be. But our min- 
iate re ought to be educated, and 
Ashland College can do that 
much fur any one, providing 
he is willing to work. There is 
none uf the sham or shoddy so 
olten associated with the higher 
institutions of Warning, aud ita 
bearing is altogether for good, 
and it is already doing a work 
tor the church. Several of the 
students who attended laat wiu 
ter have already united with tbe 
church although no effort to 
auch and end was put forth here 
as we expect there shall be in 
the future. Those who have gone 
away send back encouraging let- 
ters and kindly remember the in- 
fluence for good that was exer- 
cised over them. Several young 
ministers were in attendance, 
and they made excellent head- 
way in their studies, and secured 
what will be ot immense value 
to them in future life, and be a 
wonderful help in enabling them 
to do the solemn work to which 
they have been called. Every 
advantage has been extended to 
such that was possible under the 
circumstances, and shall be in tbe 
future. You, brethren, by your 
encouragement and support, can 
make tbe school a grand succeaa 
in a short time, and r-n honor to 
our society. 

But do not think that those 
in this work here, are after fame 
and will not accord to others 
what belongs to them. We are 
not here to nuree jealousies aud 
gloat over tbe praises of our fel- 
low men ; we are here to do our 
duty, for the church and (4 oil. 

Brethren, we assure you this 
is a most worthy work, and will 
be carried on iu tbe moat Chris- 


tian like and honorable manner, 
and it merits your prayers, your 
students and your money ; and 
do not a'low youraelves to be 
frightened away by the sour lies 
that are being circulated that if 
it ia once paid lor that it will fall 
into the bands of the German 
Baptiete. There is not the least 
ground for such a fear. 

This is the apology that we 
have to ofter for saying so much 
in the paper about the College, 
and we trust our brethren will 
consider the payment of the debt 
a part ot their duty, and will 
faithfully continue their efforts in 
that direction, until we shall 
have no occasion to refer to it. 


Holy Ghost Preachers. 

Holy Ghost preachers is the 
kind that brother J. M, Rittgers 
wants iu Northern Indiana; and 
it is not in that part of Indiana 
alone where such preachers are 
in demand ; tbey are needed iu 
all parts of tho country, and ur- 
gently too. 

Who then is a Holy Ghost 
preacher r 

Brother Ki tigers, to a degree, 
atiBWera the weighty question. 
It is only a short time since he 
was called to the office of preach- 
er and he haa already done a 
good work. His labors have 
been fruitful lor good. 

We know brother Rittgers 
does not claim superior wisdom 
or profundity in knowledge, yet 
his work ia crowned with a good 
measure of success; so there 
must be something that is with 
him that is usctul to the Lord, 

First, brother Rittgers believes 
the Gospel that he preache*, and 
believes that it is the powerof 
Cod unto salvation. Ilia hearty 
and warm confidence in the 
promisee of the Word ia strongly 
influential in making others be- 
lieve it as be believes it. ' Belief 
ia the same thing now that it 
was eighteen ceut u riea ago. 
Whenever a man believes from 
the heart the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, he will obey it. Men say 
tbey believe in God, iu Christ, 
and in the Scriptures. They 
pretend to believe them and 
tlmik tbey dd believe ; but it is 
only an allowance by the mind, 
aud not the. expresaiou of the 
soul. When tbe soul awakens 
to a belief in Christ and his 
word, it wants to oo what is re- 
quired of it. 

Every one who desires to radi- 
ate a good influence for the good 
cause must believe in Cud and 
in Christ aud then let his light 
shine. 

Again, brother Rittgers is not 
ashamed of the Gospel aud not 
ashamed of the faith that he de 
feuds. Bis assurance are not 
tainted with doubts and possi- 
bilities, it's and probabilities. 
The gospel tells him that obe- 
dience to tbe commands will in- 
sure tbe salvation of the soul ; he 
believes that and telle it with all 
the intensity of bis nature. 

Ignorance of man's destiny, in 
tbe past, haa created uncounted 
hours of sorrow, and what the 
heart most desires is perfect as- 
surance regarding the condition 
in which men shall be in the fu- 
ture. The Bible telle it all in 
the plainest language. Except 
a man be reborn be cannot see 
the kingdom of heaven. This 
is a clear and concise statement. 
It ie utterly impossible lor any 
one to get to heaven without 
being born ot tbe spirit. This 
settles this issue at once and for- 
ever, because God hath spoken 


it. Now the true believer knows 
just what the result will be ot a 
lite spent ouUide of the relation 
with the family af Goi ; he can 
never be saved. It he unites 
with this family, it is his priri 
lege to have the strong consola- 
tion that belongs to those who 
have fled for reluge to lay hold 
upon the hope aet before ua. 
The Holy Ghost preacher speaks 
in the most assuring words tbe 
message he haa to deliver. 

Another trait our brother pos- 
sesaee is the disposition to work. 
There is nothing in the world 
that is equal to work to accom 
pliab something. Ue has the 
ounce of energy that reaches 
farther than the pound of talent. 
It soars higher, dives deeper and 
accomplishes far more. He ia a 
doer and by that he shall he jus- 
tified and by that he accom- 
plishes noble works. He pushes, 
where there ia a work to go on 
and he wants those around him 
to push too. Push, even though 
they can do no more that did the 
tittle waife in a London ship 
yard. A little army of men bwd 
worked about a week to launch 
a vessel, when a little boy oamo 
up and put his shoulder to the 
mighty ship and began pushing, 
Tbe foreman saw him and ex- 
pressed bis mind about a lUlle 
boy trying to push a vessel that 
weighed many tons into the wai- 
ter. The youth declared that he 
could push a pound. He braced 
up agaiuet the vessel, again, the 
Irictiou was overcome by the lit- 
tle strength be exerted, and the 
majestic ocean vessel glided 
smoothly out upon tbe bosom of 
the great deep. The man who 
pushes will make Eoracthiug go ; 
and if every member of a church 
pushes, eveu though only a 
pound each, something will be 
done. 

Another trait that tbe Holy 
Chost preacher possesses is to be 
contented with such things as be 
has. There are too many who 
linger in the rank who are con- 
cerned more about their lood 
and raiment than they are about 
the saving of souls and the 
Lord's cause. They have so lit- 
tle faith in tbe ability of tbe 
Lord to provide that they are all 
the time talking about a snp 
ported ministry and a salary. 
They become chronic grumblers 
on this theme aud finally can 
hardly persuade themselves to 
look pleasant for less than fifty 
cents. If a miuister does what 
he can between his study hours 
and services to, support himself 
and family, lives plainly and 
economically and labors earn 
es|)y in bis appointed held, if 
then his brethren and flock will 
not administer to his uatural ne- 
cessities, they are unworthy to 
be Berved, and the Lord has no 
work there tor his trne servant. 
But the man who rises no high- 
er than tbe mammon ot unright- 
eousness, as tbe Lord's embassa 
dor, is iu the wrong place. ■ 

Also, tbe Holy Ghost preacher 
believes that the Holy Ghost ia 
his associate in the work that he 
is doing, and does not depend 
upon himself alone to gather the 
sheaves in tbe Lord's harvest. 
Ue is lilted with tbe Spirit him- 
self aud be expects that the spir- 
it will accompany him in his 
work. He depends upon the 
Lord, and when he prays for the 
Lord'B assistance he means what 
he ex presses ; but he does not ex- 
pect to be idle and have the 
Lord to do it all. 

The world needs many Holy 


Ghost preachers, and the Breth- 
ren Church needs many more ; 
and how much we wish that oar « 
whole clergy would study to be 
Holy Ghost preachers— who will 
sacrifice for the cause, and urge 
those among whom tbey move 
to sacrifice for the cause. The 
whole fabric of the Christian 
doctrine is built upon sacrifice. 
God sacrificed, Christ sacrificed, 
the Apostles sacrificed, the 
church Fathers sacrificed, and " 
every defender of the faith from 
Steven, even to our brother have 
sacrificed. This is a conspic- 
uous trait of tbe Holy Ghost ■ 
preacher.
